7 INFORMATION RE 
THE CATERPILLARS 


(Following is-in reply to an enquiry 
made to Professor E, H. Strick-

Edmonton, Alta., 
Dear Sir: 

I regret to say that we have no pub- 
lication at present regarding the Tent 

Caterpillar but the following informa- 
tion may be of some value to you. 

The Tent Caterpillar is a native “of 
Alberta. It is present in small num- 
bers every year wherever 
grow in the province. Every now and 
then there is a severe outbreak of 
‘them in some part of the Dontinion, 
but Alberta has been , fortunate in 
missing most of thése outbreaks dur- 
ing the past thirty or forty years. 
These outbreaks are due entirely to 
climatic conditions, and they cannot 
be in any way prevented. 

The normal food of the tent cater- 
pillar consists of poplar and willows. 
The eggs are laid by the moths on 
the twigs, wat these trees*in the latter 
part of the-sammer. As soon as the 
leaves fall from the trees in the fall 
the eggs are very conspicuous. They 
dre wrapped in a ring, about half an: 
inch long around the twigs. Each 
egg ring contains about 200 eggs. Any 
of these that are noticed, during the 
winter, on cultivated trees should be 
removed and burned. To do so on na- 
tive trees would hardly be practicable, 
but from each ring will hatch about 
200 caterpillars in the spring, at about 
the time that the leaves are forming. 
When these rings are numerous on a 
tree it is not very long before the cat- 
erpillars have-defoliated it. They: then 
‘drop from’ the branches and travel a- 
cross country in search of more food. 

They feed on nothing but trees and 
| bushes, and are quite harmless to 
grain and ‘garden plants. . Aniong tie 
trees they will not touch evergreens 
or Manitoba Maples, and are not fond 
of Balsams though they will feed on 
them when other food is searce. - 

By the middle of June: most éf the 
caterpillars are full-grown and the 
majority of them then leave the trees 
on which they have been feeding and 
spin white silken cocoons on the sides 
of houses and elsewhere. In these they 
turn to moths, which are soon’ busy 
once.more in laying egps. 7 

Outbreaks usually last for about 
‘three years. There is, therefore, ev-| 
ery prospects of a recurrence of them 
next year, and. possible ‘again in 1930. | 
For this reason, everyone should be 
esis with the egg rings and be 

prepared to remove them this winter 
| from their own trees.’ 

Provided there is a fair amount of 
rain during the summer the trees will 
put on a second growth of leaves this 
year as.soon as the feeding is over. 
Ahealthy tree can withstand complete 
‘defoliation for three years before be- 
ing killed by these, or any other Jleaf- 
‘eating insects. . R “|

native trees. We simply have to put) 
up with them till Nature terminates 
the outbreak by means of parasites.
